REPORT: 

Upon  our  arrival  along  east  6th  Street  between  the  Streets  of  Wall  and  San  Julian, 
discarded  bulky  items,  including  trash  and  debris,  had  already  been  tossed  into  the  roadway 
near  304  E 6th  Street  by  the  homeless  camp  owners  while  they  were  preparing  to  voluntarily 
vacate  this  portion  of  the  sidewalk  in  order  for  it  to  be  sanitized  as  shown  in  the  photographs 
identified  below  as  Figure  1-3.

These  homeless  camp 
owners  are  in  the  process  of 
voluntarily  moving  out  of  this 
portion  of  the  sidewalk 
located  near  304  E 6th 
Street.  Refuse,  including 
bulky  items,  no  longer 
needed  was  tossed  into  the 
roadway.

This  cleanup  performed  in  and  around  304  E 6th  Street  generated  4-yards  of  trash  and 
debris  that  was  completely  hauled  off  by  Street  Services  personnel. 
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LAPD  Central  Area  RESET  Officers  proceeded  along  east  Sixth  Street  verifying 
whether  or  not  any  of  these  homeless  camp  owners  had  any  open  warrants.  When  LAPD 
Central  Area  RESET  Officers  approached  a campsite  located  at  312  E 6th  Street,  the 
homeless  camp  owner,  Jason  Wert,  declined  to  cooperate  with  their  request.  After  becoming 
increasing  belligerent  toward  the  officers,  he  was  then  handcuffed  and  taken  into  custody  for 
resisting  arrest. 

Shown  below  in  Figure  4 is  arrestee’s,  Wert,  Jason^limHI,  campsite 
immediately  after  being  taken  into  custody  for  resisting  arrest.

Police  caution  tape 
surrounds  the  entire 
perimeter  of  the  campsite 
located  at  312  E 6th  Street 
that  was  previously  occupied 
by  Jason  Wert  prior  to  his 
arrest. 


The  following  clearly  personal  belongings  were  removed  from  his  campsite  and  placed 
into  a clear  plastic  bag,  sealed  with  duct  tape,  labeled,  and  then  taken  by  LAPD  Central  Area 
RESET  Officers  to  their  evidence  storage  facility:  several  blankets,  a stack  of  comic  books, 
clean  folded  clothing  that  included  shirts  and  jeans,  two  jackets,  and  several  pairs  of  shoes. 


These  items  also  removed  from  the  inside  of  Mr.  Werts’  tent  and  shown  below  in 
Figure  5 were  given  as  requested  by  Mr.  Wert  in  the  presence  of  LAPD  Central  Area  RESET 
Officers  a to  an  African  American  lady  identified  only  as  a friend  occupying  the  adjacent 
campsite.

At  the  request  of  Mr.  Wert, 
this  guitar  with  an  attached 
strap  and  a folding  camping 
cot  removed  from  the  inside 
of  his  tent  was  then 
relinquishes  to  his  friend 
residing  in  the  adjacent 
campsite. 


The  photographs  identified  below  as  Figure  6-8  were  taken  of  the  5-gallon  bucket  of 
human  waste,  bottled  urine,  and  the  containers  of  propane  and  butane  removed  while 
processing  this  campsite  located  at  312  E 6ht  Street.

LAPD  Central  Area  RESET  Officers  continued  along  east  Sixth  Street  verifying 
whether  or  not  any  of  these  homeless  camp  owners  had  any  open  warrants.  When  LAPD 
Central  Area  RESET  Officers  approached  a campsite  located  at  318  E 6th  Street,  the 
homeless  camp  owner,  Quetta  Nichols,  cooperated  with  their  request.  After  confirmation  that 
a warrant  was  currently  active,  Ms.  Nichols  was  handcuffed  and  then  taken  into  custody  for 
an  outstanding  misdemeanor  warrant. 

Shown  below  in  Figure  10  is  arrestee’s,  Nichols,  Quetta  campsite 

immediately  after  being  taken  into  custody  for  an  outstanding  misdemeanor  warrant

After  moving  to  this  campsite 
located  at  318  E 6th  Street, 
Ms.  Nichols’s  tent,  a canvas 
tote  bag  filled  with  clean 
clothing,  and  a suitcase  filled 
with  additional  pieces  of 
clean  clothing,  personal 
items  as  well  as  a drug 
overdose  kit  that  was  filled 
with  12  used  hypodermic 
needles.

LAPD  Central  Area  RESET  Officers  continued  verifying  whether  or  not  any  of  these 
homeless  camp  owners  along  east  Sixth  Street  had  any  open  warrants.  When  LAPD  Central 
Area  RESET  Officers  approached  a campsite  located  at  324  E 6th  Street,  the  homeless  camp 
owner,  Florence  Lewis,  cooperated  with  their  request.  After  confirmation  that  a warrant  was 
currently  active,  Ms.  Lewis  was  handcuffed  and  then  taken  into  custody  for  an  outstanding 
misdemeanor  warrant. 

Shown  below  in  Figure  14  is  arrestee’s,  Lewis,  Florence  (DOB:  01/06/1960),  campsite 
immediately  after  being  taken  into  custody  for  an  outstanding  misdemeanor  warrant.

The  contents  of  Ms.  Lewis’s

Lewis’s  campsite  for  health  hazards.

Lastly,  these  campsite  cleanups  generated  80  pounds  of  human  waste,  40  pounds  of 
infectious  waste,  including  syringes  and  needles,  and  another  20  pounds  of  waste  aerosols 
that  was  packed  directly  into  three  separate  properly  labeled  16-gallon  poly  drums  for 
immediate  off-site  disposal  manifest  tracking  number  008296364  FLE  and  manifest  tracking 
number  008296365  FLE.
